"Guarding nVostock health," a new 
onoroel illra recently released by. tho 
United States doportniont of agricul- 
ture, shows tho operations of tho flold 
inspection service of tho bureau of 
nnlnial Industry. Attention Is called 
to tho largo number of animals enter- 
ing the big stockyards each day, and 
tho fact that many of theso animals 
ore returned to farms as Blockers and 
feeders. Should somo of tho animals 
bo diseased they would servo to 
spread Infection through tho country. 
Therefore a thorough search for 
traces of disease Is made. 

Among the operations plcturlzod 
arc examination of railroad records to 
discover violations of the 28-hour law; 
examination of anlraols for traces of 
foot and mouth disease, hog cholera,

The North Carolina Game ond Fish j 
Development League was formed at a 
meeting of sportsmen of tlie state on 
Dec. 28 at Charlotte, N. C, ns a re- 
sult of au address by George A. Law- 
year, chief United States game war- 
den of the biological survey. United 
States department of agriculture. 
First steps were also taken toward 
the creation of n state department of 
gome and fish and the enactment of u I 
state-wide game and flab law, and con- 1 
Her^'atIon meaaurea were indorsed for 
the protection of game ond wild life, . 
including a hill now before Congress, J 
which has already pnasod the Senate, J 
to create game refuges and public 
shooting grounds and to provide a j 
federal hunting llconae. | 

The need of state-wide laws for tho 
protection of game was pointed out 
as being more effeclivo than depend- 
ing on county ofllclnis and the State 
Audubon Society. Tho stnlo Is con- 
sidorcd happily situated for game to 
breed, with on abundance of natural 
cover and a comparatively scattered 
human population. Game In North 
Carolina was said to have been abund- 
ant 20 or 30 years ago, but It has Buf- 
fered from lack of proper protective 
laws.
